A city 
governm ent that does nothing to 
improve a place but which is used 
a fence by parties to keep out­ 
side parties from improving, is a 
farce and stumbling block to any 
enterprise and the sooner it is got­ 
ten rid of the better it will be for 
the community.

W orm s a re a h in d ran ce to 
p o u ltry ra ise rs because they o f ­ 
ten a re r e s p o n s i b l e fo r re d u c ­ 
ed egg yields as well as fo r p ro ­ 
longing* the tim e re q u ire d fo r 
chickens to reach 
m a rk e ta b le 
size. W hile the e ff e c t o f w orm s 
on pou ltry is not o fte n easy VO 
d etect, th e h arm d one o v e r an 
e x te n d e d period m ay be of co n ­ 
siderable im p ortan ce. 
Of the m any ty p es o f w orm s 
know n to he p o u ltry p arasite s, 
th ere arc bu t few which are n u ­ 
m erically im p o rta n t eno ug h to 
cause serious trou ble. B ut th ese 
few species are fo u n d alm o st 
ev ery w h e re p o u ltry is raised. 
The Large Roundworm 
O ne of th e co m m o n est is the 
large rou n d w o rm . This is the 
w orm w ith which m ost poultry* 
men a re fam iliar. It is large — 
I 1-2 to 4 inches in leng th — 
a n d causes heavy d am ag e when 
g reat n u m b ers o f th e m in fect 
a flock. T h ey are prolific b re e d ­ 
ers, fem ale w orm s p assin g sev ­ 
eral th o u san d eggs daily. U n ­ 
d er fav o rab le conditions a small 
w orm develops in an egg in a- 
bo ut tw o w eeks, and w hen such 
an egg is e a te n by a chicker 


an a d u lt worm develop after 
a n o th e r 
five to seven weeks. 
T his w orm then hatches more 
eggs which the chicken passes 
back to the soil through the 
drop ping s. L arge roundworms, 
in th e ir development in chick­ 
ens, cause considerable damage 
to th e intestinal wall. This dam­ 
ag e fre q u en tly causes birds to 
b eco m e em aciated and stunts 
th e ir grow th. If the infection is 
se v e re enough, the bi rd will die. 
T h e cecal or pinworm is a 
tiny w orm betw een one-fourth 
a n d one-half inch in length.
